From the beginning of responsible government in Victoria, there has always 
been a Williamstown Electorate, though, naturally, it—like all other electorates— 
undergoes periodic boundary changes in make-up due to redistribution. 

” For years the electorate contained all the City of Williamstown, parts of Yarraville and Foot- 


scray, and also Altona. However, after the Second World War, it was found the quota of voters could be 
made up without Altona ‘and this area went into the Grant State Electorate. 
In 1958 the electorate underwent its greatest change and with the elimination of the Port Melbourne Electorate, this 


and a small part of South Melbourne was attached to Williamstown and a goodly, part of Newport went into the new electorate of 
Yarraville. 


Now in 1967, there are more changes, and the electorate. reverts back to more what it was like for years. 


The 


accompanying map gives a good idea of, the composition of the four sub-divisions: Williamstown, Newport East, Newport and Altona, 


It should be noted that rhunicipal boundaries are disregarded when making up sub-divisions. 


Thus part of the City of Footscray 


and part of the City of Williamstown are in the Altona sub-division. The centre of the road is usually taken as the dividing line 


between sub-divisions. 


This, in the main, applies also to the perimeter of the electorate. 


At the time of redistribution, Williamstown had only about 20,000 voters, but this was brought up to the quota for a- 


city electorate of 25,000. As evidence of the growth of Altona, the 


number on the roll (without the: supplementaries) is now 26,607, 


made up of Altona 11,788, Williamstown 7,837, Newport 4,381, and Newport East 2,601. 
The Returning Officer for Williamstown was previously stationed at South Melbourne but a special office has been 
uccd at the Dispensary Building, 35 Davies Street, Newport, where all postal vote applications should be addressed.

Kindergarten Report | 


Classes are in for parents as well as 
young children at the Seaholme Kinder- 
garten in Parkside-cres. 


Miss L. Hocking, the director, says the adults 
are being shown posters on various problems and 
subjects in the lives of young children to help them 
























understand the youngsters better. 


She said the parents have been 
invited to observe their child 
during the session as often as 
they wish. Many parents have 
taken this opportunity and have 
commented that it has helped 
them see what the actual pro- 
gram is and how it helps the 
child. 


The parents have recommended 
milk and fruit duty. The parents 
Prepare the fruit and milk and 
supervise the children where nec- 
essary and wash the mugs and 
fruit dishes afterwards. 


They are also asked to, wipe 
down the kitchen -benches and 
sink and to mop over the floor 
in the kitchen. Jf the parent 
wishes to, she can participate 
in an activity — eg., reading 
stories to the children in library 
corner. This is enjoyed by both 
parent and children. 

The parents notice board is a 
scene of frequent change. We 
are having a series of informa- 
tion posters for the parents, 
These give concise helpful in- 
formation on such things as 
Jealously, Children’s Fears, The 
Importance of Make Believe, 
Pets and other topical topics; 

We are still having enquiries 
from parents out of our zone 
about placements, but many are 
having transport difficulties. 
When I took over the Centre at 
the beginning of the year, we 
had an enrolment of 45 children. 
Of this number, one child had 
started school arid 8 children 
had either left the district or 
started at another Kindergarten. 
Since the beginning of the year, 
we have had two families leave 
the ‘district and one child who 
has not been able to continue 
her attendance because of trans- 
port difficulties, These - losses 


“brought our numbers down con- 


siderably but enrolments | from 
out of zone areas have brought 
our numbers up to there present 
level: 


INTERESTS 

This term has so far been a 
time of experimenting with the 
various mediums provided e.g. 
clay, finger paint, painting, col- 
lage, water and other various 
activities. 

As the children have settled in 
and become more familiar with 
the Kindergarten, they have set 
about the task of learning the 
daily routine — having a free 
choices of play area, washing 
hands before milk and fruit, 
and attending group (story, 
music and discussion). 











Their main outside interest 
at the moment, is Animals. 

This led to the planning of a 
Zoo excursion for both groups 
on Thursday, April 6. Prior to 
the excursion, we will have dis- 
cussion groups on Zoo Animals 
and going on excursions. 


i MEETINGS 

In the early part of this year, 
there have been many varied 
meetings to attend. I have at- 
tended Health Department meet- 


ings, Altona Teachers Meetings’ 


—where we are discussing vari- 
ous aspects of the kindergarten 
and its activities and we are also 
doing child studies. We are each 
studying five children and will 
be discussing various aspects of 
their behaviour. These meet- 
ings allow for the discussion 
of new ideas for our groups and 
also give teachers the opportun- 
ity to discuss their problems or 
worries. Our Parent Group thas 
been very active this year. 
Their monthly meetings have 
been well attended and the par- 
ents are very interested in the 
work of the kindergarten, 

Miss Stein will be showing them 
slides of various kindergartens 
and will be discussing the pro- 
gram and its aims, 


MOTHERS’ CLUB DONATIONS 





The mothers have been very 
busy already this year. They 
have had some fund-raising ac- 
tivities and have also been most 
helpful to the kindergarten. The 
Mothers’ Club has donated a fan 
(which was very useful during 
the hot weather); clothes for 
“dress-ups'’; $40 worth of books 
and puzzles (I was given the 
money to spend on any equip- 
ment I felt was necessary), and 
have been very helpful with 
their continual supply of boxes, 
etc, for our waste material 
(collage). I would like to thank 
them for their co-operation and 
for the interest they are taking 
in the groups. ‘ 


REQUESTS 

I was given a reminder from 
the Health Department that there 
was a fence to be erected around 
the porch of the kindergarten. 
This was apparently a request 
made last year when I was not 
the director. If possible, I 
would like a larger notice board 
to replace one of the existing 
small parent notice board. I 
make this request as we are us- 
ing the boards quite a lot this 
year and it is difficult to fit 
posters on such smal! boards, 
I would be most grateful if a 
larger one could be installed.
